N ightshirt-clad residents of the 
suburban village saved three in­ 
habitants of the second h o u s e - 
two adults and one teen aged boy. 
The boy died a short tim e later. 
One passenger—badly burned but 
alive—was pulled from the w reck.

Russian 'Diplomacy' 
4By Threat, Growl 


A re the grow ls the Russian bear is em itting 
sig n s of w eakness or of strength? 
In the past 
fortnight the K rem lin's brandishing of arm s has 
had the appearance of a state policy of “diplom ­ 
acy by threat.” 
The new war of nerves broke out on N ovem ­ 
ber 4 when Russia denounced a British-French 
blockade of Suez as an ‘‘act of aggression.” Two 
d ays later cam e the announcem ent that Russia 
had sent strong notes to Great Britain, France, 
and Israel on the Suez crisis, 
As carried by 
Radio Moscow, these notes said Russia w as pre­ 
pared 
to “crush 
the 
aggressors and 
restore 
p eace ” 
A sim ultaneous note to the U. S. did m ention 
a “third world war ” but in general w as confined 
to the suggestion that the U. S. and U S S R. join 
forces in the U nited N ations to stop the M iddle 
East "aggression.” And a note to the U.N. spoke 
of a Soviet “contribution" of “air and naval 
forces.” avoiding reference to unilateral Soviet 
action. 
T he texts of the notes actually sent to 
B ritain, France and Israel later w ere said to be 
m uch m ilder than those broadcast. Even so, the 
threats seem to have worked on this occasion, 
for Britain and France ordered an end to the 
fighting. 
Then cam e a series of rumors and announce­ 
m en ts adding up to threats to send a Russian 
“ volu n teer” force to Suez. President E isenhow er 
on N ovem ber 
14 said that the U nited States 
w ould oppose through the U N. any Soviet m ili­ 
tary intervention in the Middle East. 
But the 
volu nteer threats did not cease until N ovem ber 
16. after Egypt had stated that Russian aid was 
not needed at that tim e. 
Then on Nov. 
17 the Russians broached 
th eir new disarm am ent proposal, this too accom ­ 
pt! ni cd by a threat. 
The Soviet U nion has no 
“absurd designs on W estern Europe,” a note 
from 
Prem ier N ikolai 
A. 
Bulganin 
inform ed 
P resident E isenhow er. 
But if Russia had such 
d esign s, they could be accom plished “even w ith­ 
ou t the use of up-to-date nuclear and rocket 
w eap ons.” 
On N ovem ber 19 the direction of the attack 
sh ifted , President T ito of Yugoslavia being con­ 
d em ned for his “ten d en cies to interfere in the 
affairs of other C om m unist parties.” N ext?

Hut the fact is that had Hawaii been granted 
statehood, 
the 
two 
Senators 
might 
have 
been 
neither 
Republicans 
nor 
Democrats 
but 
Com­ 
munists. For that lovely Polynesian area has be- 
come a pest hole of Communist infiltration and is 
controlled by Harry Bridges as though he were 
Governor-General of the satrapy. 
It is for this 
reason that the 
.senate 
Internal Security Sub­ 
committee has already made a preliminary study 
of the Hawaiian Islands and is about to hold hear­ 
ings there. 
It is to he remembered that Pearl 
Harbor is situated in the Hawaiian Islands and 
that they are the first line of defense of continen­ 
tal United Mates. 


The principal sources of Communist .strength in 
Hawaii 
arc the 
International 
Longshoremen s 
and 
W arehousemen's Union and the United Public Workers. 
These two unions dom inate the economic and public 
life of the arca, including radio stations and other 
m e s a s of communications. Curiously, the ILWU does 
not limit itself to longshoremen, but includes agricul­ 
tural workers in the pineapple and sugar plantations 
which are the principal industries of the area. 
The 
population is mixed, m ainly Orientals, with few emo­ 
tional ties to the United States. 
The leader of the ILWU in Hawaii is .Jack Hall 
w ho was convicted under the Smith Act in 1953. Wil­ 
liam B. Stepheason. chairm an of tho Commission on 
Subversive Activities of the Territory of Hawaii, has 
stated: 
“ In speaking of the control which Communist 
leaders exert in the ILWU, the Commission has point­ 
ed out that if this control were exercised contrary to 
the hest interests of the United States it could not 
only bring about economic chaos in Hawaii but could 
adversely affect the w ar potential and the national 
security of the United States. 


The United States Navy has apparently been 
forced by circumstances to take cognizance of the 
enormous power of the ILWU, since it has ceased 
to employ workers of this union at the Pearl Harbor 
Navy Yard and has organized its own stevedoring 
service with civil service status. 


The United Public Workers solicits mem bership 
am ong government employes and the employes of 
educational institutions and hospitals and related forms 
of employment. The Hawaiian Commission on Subver­ 
sive Activities has found that: 
“ . . . the United Public Workers w as controlled 
by the Communist P arty , that the Communist P arty 
has exploited the UPW and its mem bership primarily 
for Communist purposes, 
and that in conflicts of 
interest between the Communist Party and the rank 
and file mem bership of the union, the Communist 
interest has prevailed. 


In a word, the United States Government staff 
in Hawaii is under the control of a union that has 
been declared Communist • dominated and under 
leaders, some of whom have been convicted of 
seeking to overthrow the Government of the United 
States. 


When the record is studied, it is evident that it 
is not a pretty picture at all and that while the 
United States Government was either asleep or buried 
under a heap of words, the Communists were making 
the Hawaiian Islands their own bailiwick and that if 
Hawaii were admitted to statehood, we might even 
get as United States Senators, appointees of the Krem­ 
lin or of Red China. 
It is expected that the Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee will turn up a sensational situation in

Recently he reported further 
observations on 101 of these des­ 
titute and homeless alcoholics. 


Dr. Myerson is convinced the 
basic fault lies in their personal 
relations with others. He con­ 
cludes: “ . . . t h e s e men cannot 
give: they can only take from a 
supplier or protector, who usual­ 
ly is a woman. She is loved only 
st far as she tries to fulfill their 
insatiable demands. 
Sooner or 
later he loses this person and, 
unable to form a new relation,
